65.CBDPP. (CBD Pilot Program) Of the funds appropriated or authorized to the Department of
Corrections, the department shall establish a pilot program to allow the use of cannabidiol oil,
also known as CBD oil, in a therapeutic manner for eligible incarcerated individuals. The
department must develop criteria, eligibility, guidelines and policy for administration of the pilot
program. Upon completion of the program, a report must be submitted that details the outcomes
and cost savings. The report must be provided to the Chairman of House Ways and Means and
the Chairman of Senate Finance Committee.
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
